ten moDlhs ago to allow every man ac- 
cept whaterer wages he could get. To- 
day, in mines of Eureka District, as low 
•a $2 50 and $3 per day is being paid. 
There is no objection to miners working 
for these wages on the part ol the Un- 
ions that we know of. The sam* figures, 
we understand, are being paid in nearly 
every camp of Eastern Nevada. It cer- 
tainly would be unreasonable to ask 
practical men to work in these part* for 
leas. The reduction hat not aided this 
immediate section particularly that we 
can see, and therefore we do not re- 
gard this question of wages as one ol 
the leading causes of the depression, 


Our object in mentioning the matter 


is, first, not to allow the impression to 
go abroad that labor oannot b* procur- 
ed cheaply 
here, and, second, that 


newspapers, in speaking of ^he oondi- 
lion of affair* in Nevada, in case they 
do BO at all, may assign whatever blame 
there ia to^tbe proper sources. By so 
doing tbe general publio will -.not be 
<ni*led. Tbe State ban certainly great 
wealth and many drawbacks, and among 
tbe latter, as the Tribune «;ys, is high 
transportation. 
However, there is 


combination of disadvantages that must 
ibe overcome before a healthful pros- 
perity dawns on us, and the bad impres- 
sions on the part of .Eastern capitalists, 
created by rogues and swindlers, of the 
aiiniog probabilitiea of the State, by no 
means among tbe least.

SBW YOBK, Jan. 6th.—The Sun suys, 


editorially: There are sigua in Germany 
of a formidable revolt against the domi- 
nation of the gold standard. Debtors 
here, like debtors here, have discovered 
hat while their debts remuin fixed at 
heir original volume, the products of 
heir industry ore shrinking in value. 
The {armors especially, most of whom 
are carrying heavy mortgages upon their 
'arms, feel the burden to be intolerable, 
and loudly demand relief. A petition 
ou Ihe subject from a Congress of Ger- 
man fanners has already been handed 
iu to the German Chancellor and to the 
Reichstag. 
Its language SB as strong as 


any which has ever been used by the 
champions of silver in this country. 
It 


declares that the gold standard ig grossly 
unjust to debtors, making money dear 
and merchandise of all kinds corres- 
pondingly cheap, and that it threatens 
ruin to German ngiicuKure which no 
poxitive duties can avert. 
It condemns 


the policy of waiting for Great Britain 
to move iu the matter, and pronounces 
the losses which restoration of silver 
would inflict on bondholders and money 
lenders trivial in comparison with those 
now buffered by the farming interest 
The Chancellor is said to be considering 
the subject with anxiety, and action on 
his part may goon be looked for.
